Complaint! of a Xegro Colony Working 


la Guatemala. 


MOXROE, La., Aug. 10.—Letters re- 


ceived in this city tell harrowing tales 
of suffering experienced by the colony 
of Louisiana uegws iu Guatemala, 
who were induced to go there last May 
to work on rai broads. 
The letters say 


that four of their number have been 
killed and that those still alive are in a 
condition worse than shivery and are 
anxious to return to their Louisiana 
homes. 


Last May a number of youiig 


men in this vicinity and at Jacksonville 
contracted with agents to go to Central 
America to work on railroads. 


They were promised high wages, 


eas>y work and splendid treatment. The 
letters some of them have written homo 
indicate that they were badly deceived. 
Henry Wind ot Jacksonville received a 
let tor from his brother dated at Panzos. 
Jnlv 27, containing information that 
Jiuues Shaw aud a boy named Sam and 
another whose name the writer did not 
know had been killed while attempting 
to escape. The negroes on the railroad 
are guarded by soldiers of the Gtiate 
mala government, it is reported, and 
receive small rations and very poor pay

CHICAGO, Ang. 10.—Thousands of en- 


thusiastic free silver Democrats called 
ut the CHftoa House to see \V. J. 
Bryan and his wife. They came with 
their wives acd babies and children. 
But it was late in the afternoon before 
their desires were satisfied. 


In the first place Mr. and Mrs. Bryan 


slept until the middle of the forenoon. 
They were weary and worn from the 
fatigues and hot rides. 


Whea they had breakfasted they took 


a carriage and alone went, to church. 
They drove to the Presbyterian church 
at Eiiglewood and listened to an ortho- 
dox fcermoa preached by the Eev. Dr. 
John Clark Hill. The divine did not 
know that the Democratic nominee and 
his wife were coming, and two-thirds 
of the congregation went home after 
the service in utter ignorance of the 
fact that their house of worship had 
beeu honored by his presence. No ref- 
erence was made to the political issues 
of tho day by the preacher in his ser 
uiou, nor did ho iu his prayers mention 
the candidate or his cause. 


Oue reason that ilr. arid Mrs. Bryan 


attended services at the Enplewood 
church was because the Rev. Dr. Hill 
has accepted a call to act as pastor over 
the First Presbyterian cliuich at Lin- 
coln of which Mr. and Mrs. Bryan are 
both members.

American region, and llacqnarie is- 
land, in the New Zealand region, 
may serve to illustrate tbe antarc- 
tic flora and the southern limits of 
floworing plants. They are small is- 
lands of cornparatiYoly slight eleva- 
tion and both situated in 54 degrees 
south latitude. South Georgia is 
about 1,000 miles east of Cape Horn 
and nearly as £ar from the Falkland 
islands, the nearest land, except 
some very small islands, concerning 
the vegetation of which nothing is 
known. 


Its exceeding meager flora has 


probahly baen exhaustively investi- 
gated, and the result is a list of 13 
species of flowering plants and no 
ferns. Kot one of these species is 
peculiar to the island, and 9 out of 
the 13 inhabit both the American 
and the Australian or Kew Zealand 
regions. When we remember that | 
tho antarctic flora now exists only 
in such isolated and distant frag- 
ments, -we are hardly prepared to 


nd almost the same homogeneity 
s in the north, where there is prac- 
ically a continuity of land. Yet so 
t is, and the only satisfactory solu- 
ion of the problem is a former 
reater land connection and continu- 
us flora, probably in higher lati- 
udes, than the existing fragments. 
—London Knowledge.

POLAR VEGETATION. 


The Arctic Circle More Favorable to Plant 


Life Than the Antarctic. 


In the higliLct latitudes yot reach- 


ed in tho west, in Ellesruero Land 
nnd Grinnell Land, betwoan 60 de- 
grees und 80 degrees 0 minutes nortb 
latitude, tho ground in localities tho 
most favorable to tbo development 
of \uguuitioii is 
carpeted 
with 


plants, many of them having bril- 
liantly colored flowers, produced in 
groat profusion during tho short but 
continuous summer that there ob- 
tains. About 70"specios were collect- 
ed within the latitudes named hj 
the naturalists of the last British 
polar expedition, and they inoludec 
familiar showy plants. 


The Austrian^ found a very differ 


ent condition of things in the same 
latitudes in Franz-Josef Land, oast 
•ward of Spitborgun. Plants w 
found, and of the same species, bu 
n an uxtreinoly stunted state, wit] 
scarcely a flower to be scon, anc 


owhoro was there continuous vego 
:ation a few square feet in extent. 


In these very high latitudes seec 


is rarely if ever perfected, and plant 
increase only by vegetative develop 
ment—suckers, underground stem 
and trailing rooting stems. Yet th 
greatest cold experienced—upward 
of 100 degrees (Fahrenheit) of frost 


did not impair tho vitality of 


wheat that had been fully exposed 
for four winters and four summers. 
It should bo mentioned that none of 
the plants inhabiting these high lat- 
itudes is peculiar to the region;

oiuy — possesses a property that is shared 
fay nout; of the lower organs over whits 
it preside* — namely, that of natural re- 


icrraeut tAKt injury. If a man's fin- 


ger in cat off by a circular saw, BO caie 
expects to see a new finger grow ont in 
its place ; if he loses an eye, we do not 
look for another io replace it Yet if M. 
Vitzou is right, the destruction of an 
importsai lobe of the brain — for in- 
stance, that which presides over sight — 
n«d aot be hopeless. The cells will 
gradually form again and respond to the 
visual impressions received through the 
optic cerve as before. 


This property of regrowth is common 


among the lower creatnTes. If a lobster's 
daw be taken oS, a new one will grow 
in its placa. With still lower organisms 
the removal of almost any amount of 
tissue is scarcely a serions affair, and 
its replacement is largely a matter oi 
time. .Now it appears that the higher 
animals share this power, at least with 
respect to one organ, and that the most, 
important of alL 


This is not altogether a new idea. It 


has been advanced before and has even 
been made the subject of a somewhat 
heated controversy, but M. Vitzou's ex- 
periments are BO apparently decisive 
that they may settle the matter, al- 
though in science all questions are open, 
and no one may consider that he has 
said a permanent "last word.'" How- 
ever this may be, these are the experi- 
ments that st-em to settle the matter. 
They -were tried noi on man, it is un- 
necessary to say — for it is not yet legal 
to scoop ont even part of a human brain 
while its owc-er yet lives — but on some 
of his nearest relatives among the lower 
animals — aanu-iy, monkeys. The oppo- 
nents of vivisection would doubtless 
raise their voices in energftic protest at 
the cruelty sliOwu to these creatorea 
That experimentation of this kind must 
necessarily be cmei few will deny, bat 
to the enthusiastic physiologist cruelty 
is quite justifiable when it leads to the 
acquisition of scientific knowledge. 


In this case that part of the brain 


which presides over the sense of sight 
was removed from each of the monkeys, 
the part without which any one of us 
would be quite as blind as if his eyes 
were put out. It was quite evident, aft- 
er the operation, that the animals were, 
in fact, totally blind. They were kept 
and cared for, and as the months weut 
ou they seemed to be on the way to re- 
covery. Finally in about a year's time 
is was evident that they saw, if not as 
perfectly as before at least partially— 
that is, something was performing the 
functions of the removed brain tissue. 
So far the experiment can hardly be 
said to be conclusive, for ci»ses have 
been known where one part of the brain 
bas bi-eii able to perform the duty of 
another part. It may have been, then, 
that the task of responding to visual 
impressions had beon learned by some 
other part of the brain. The monkeys 
were therefore operated upon again — 
part of the -skull was removed and the 
brain was examined. The part that had 
been taken out was found to be partly 
replaced by a growth of new cells, so 
that it- seems practically certain that it 
was this new brain growth that had 
been the cause of the partial restoration 
of eight. 


"What will all this load to? If it will 


be of auy benefit to the human race, 
then the poor monkeys suffered and died 
in a good cause. If a monkey's brain 
cells can grow again, so, undoubtedly, 
cau a man's, and this fact gives us rea- 
son to hope for recovery yj cases of seri- 
ous brain injury that before seemed 
hopeless. Again, if such growth is pos- 
sible, means of fostering and stimnjiitiDg 
it arc- probable and will doubtless be 
the objects of further research. Some 
method may evuu be discovered by 
which the new growth may be made 
more vigorous and healthy than the old, 
in which case startling aud sensational 
results may follow, though this may 
set-in to be locking a little too far into 
the realms of more possibility. Butwi'.y 
should not a weak part of the brain bo 
cut out and replaced with a new and 
healthy growth of brain cells? Why 
should not thn idiot bo given in this 
way a new thinking machine and the 
imbecile, the parauoaic, the crank, be 
firtod out with now mental apparatus?

heard with no rnoro surprise than is 
now caused by the nuws of an operation 
for appendicitis.

Assuredly thai is better than 
the kuock down and drag ont plan thu 
New Yorkers are accustomed to. Bat 
what-shall we say of the rest? Here if a 
woman chooses to lead an outcast's life 
it is her privilege and right to do so, 
Coustfonently thousands asse-mblo every 
night- on certain principal streets, not 
only forcing their vice npou the young, 
bet shocking the virtuous. 


These gamly .'nuliitudes form one of 


the most amazing aiul most abhorrent 
sights to be sw.i anywhore in tho world 
and cry oat, "Shturu; up»>ii England!" 
Jtist so if teiuaps and beggars choose to 
bathe iii the fountains of the parks be- 
fore a certain hour iii the morning, or 
if they chf-ose to prowl the streets ail 
night and then sleep ou the public grass 
plots in fall view of the multitndea iii 
the most fashionable part of Londoi!.

The danger to farmers 
who would be compelled to accept fifty- 
cent dollars for their produce, is also 
pointed out—as is also the danger to 
tfte great salaiitd -Citws and those v.ho 
Hteonfiwd meomss, that they tcould 
suffer a fifty per cent, reduction in in- 
come.'" 


The author does not throw any light 


upon the question of how the silver 
dollar, under free coinage, would be a 
fifty-cent dollar when paid to the 
farmers and laborers, and a hundred- 
cent dollar when paid to tne miners. 


This little book makes a misstate- 


mect, and repeats it a number of 
times, that the stiver men propose 
that the Government shall purchase 
all the silver bullion that is offered. 
Mr. Roberts declares the value of 
371} grains of silver to be about fifty 
cents, and then declares that "the 
advocates of free coinage want our 
Government to pay one dollar for that 
amount ot silver."

It is true ihat the protective tariff 


does i^cpea.--y the wages of labor by in- 
creasing the cost of living, and also 
temporarily by increasing the demand 
for labor. This is only a temporary in 
crc-ase of demand for laixjr, as under 
the RepabUcau tariff laws the laoor 
snppjy of Europe can ix: drawn on at 
pleasure, and immigration invariably 
increases to meet this increased tK-maud, 


One thing is evident in tlio matter of 


wages. It is that the laborers cannot 
long continue to work for less than the 
cost of living. Another is that the 
wages of labor can only be kepc above 
the cost of living by cutting off the un- 
limited supply of labor that the world 
afford^ either through restrictions on 
immigration or through the action of 
trades unions.

creased, the receipts would justify 
SB '.nerease la the number of men 
aid the paying of good wages.

Vi'iiiisn ti.in distance of 400 miles -0 
othor navigablo rivers swell the 
suiality current of the Orinoco, while 
t,t!ll farther into the interior tho 
eastern batik receives tho -waters of 
91 large rivers, and the west those 
of 30. Two of the former are navi- 
gable to the affluents of the Ama- 
zon, and many of the latter to the 
remote interior of the neighhoriug 
republics of Venezuela and Colom 
bia. 


If she were to gain control of the 


Orinoco, England would possess the 
key to the entire eastern part oi 
South America. This view has heen 
advanced by ex-President Guzman 
Blanco in a recent pnhlieation. He 
attaches to the possession of Puiita 
Barima the ability to dominate the 
Orinoco and the entire water system 
which empties into it. Pnnta Bari 
ma is on -the southeastern hank of 
the Orinoco, at its junction with the 
bca, and is descrihed as a high bluff 
which, when properly- 
fortified 


would control this entrance, the 
most navigable of all the mouths o: 
the Orinoco. 


It would not ho under water dur 


ing the period of inundation, and 
with a dockyard aad three or four 
river gunboats.its master might lock 
up the Orinoco and all that vas 
tributary country. On the othe 
hand, the counter view is advanced 
and should be stated, that the posi 
tion of Puuta Barima would onabl 
tho Englibh to dominate only oil 
pass by means of guns placed on 
fortifications ou shore, since at leas 
two of the other mouths of the On 
noco cau be entered by vessels from 
tho sea.

Royal and iniperi.il pages range in 


age from 12 to 16 years. They aie ap- 
pointed by the sovereign, enjoy pay pre- 
rogatives ami perquisites much as do the 
grown up attendants on royalty and ar; 
prescribed certain definite duties. 
The 


duties are possibly no more important 
than in the days of yore, when there 
•was no postal service and the lovelorn 
princess was forced to rely tipon the se- 
crecy and fidelity of her page for the 
conveyance fit" messages of her kmglit, 
or troubadour. But tact and discretion 
in performing them are probably more 
necessary now than ever, o\ving to the 
popular craving for information of this 
kind from the pages bj pc rsous who 
imagine that because they are 'young 
their tongues are likely to be loose. 


To toupheu them against such at- 


tempts and qualify them for this service 
the royal pages are subjected to very- 
careful training. At the court of St. 
Petersburg, for instance, there is a reg 
nlar college of pages, where they are 
etlttcsted and maintained at the expense 
oi the crown. 
* 


Gentle birth is the fir=t qualification 


for the post of royal page. At the courts 
of Vienna and Munich an ancestry o 
no less than 16 generations free froir 
auy plcbpian strain on either father's o 
mother's side is required ill the caudi 
dates. In England and Russia nobility 
is not demanded. The page= of honor in 
the court ot Queen Victoria are geuer 
ally sons of distinguished officers of th< 
army or ot high dignitaries of the roya 
household. 


On t-tate occasions they weargorgeou 


uniforms of blue and silver, and man 
a fair American who has been present« 
at one of the drawing rooms of Qut-uit 
Victoria will recall to mind the appear 
ance which they prcSMJtod standing 
slightly behind her majesty or behind 
the Princess of "Wales when the latter 
officiates in the place of her illnstriou» 
mother-in-law. In feet, their duties aio 
limited to attendance upon royalty at 
drawing rooms, state concerts, state 
balls and royal weddings. 


At the courts of Berlin and Vienna 


the pages figure at all ^tatc ceremonies, 
clad liks those of England in blue aud 
silver. At the court banquets they stand 
behind the chairs of the royal and im- 
perial personages. These personages un 
rising from the table sometimes address 
a fevv kindly words to the boys and pre- 
sent them with sweetmeats. Indeed, the 
late Emperor Frederick was wont to 
amuse himself 
by cramming their 


mouths full of bonbons until they could 
not speak and then plying them with 
questions demanding an immediate an- 
swer or else cracking jokes that were 
sure to make them laugh. 


These pages were chosen for the occa- 


sion only from among the best looking 
boys of the school of cadets at Berlin 
and from the imperial Theresiauuni col- 
lege ut Vienna, all the members of 
which are of noble birth. These schools 
resemble the American West Point, but 
the pupils enter at the age of 14 and 
receive commissions as officers at a much 
earlier age than in this country. 


At the court of St, Petersburg the 


of pages is a sort of imperial , 


school, where a number of lads, sous of , 
noblemen aud state dignitaries, both 
civil and military, aie cdueimd at the 
czar's expense and under his supervision, 
On attaining their eighteenth year they 
usually obtain commission': as officer of 
he regiment of chevalier guards.

czarina maintains a Hiuihir institution 
'or girls, who on graduating receivf the, 
titular appointment 01 maid of honor to 
lier niiyeMy.—Chicago Record.

William Jennings Bryan, the next 


President of the United States, was 
in the city this morning enrcute 
from his home in Lincoln, Nebraska, 
to New York, where he will meet the 
notification con. ma tee. 
The In- 


formal reception and ovation with 
which the Democratic presidential 
nominee was greeted when his train 
steamed into the city at an early 
hour this morning, was the same as 
has characterized his trip along the 
entire route from Lincoln, Nebraska 
—an outpouring of honest, liberal- 
minded, patriotic citizens who thick 
or themselves and are Intelligent 
enough to realize that the welfare of 
,he masses and the prosperity of the 
nation demand the election of the 
ree silver candidate. 
The great 


;rowd of people that turned out to 
tet a glimpse of Mr. Bryan was a 
.ypical sliver crowd. The gold bugs 
were not represented. Men employed 
n the various shops near the P., Ft. 
W. & C. depot got excused for a 
moment and ran to the depot as the 
rain pulled in. to get a look at the 
great silver orator, and, if possible, to 
jrasp his hand for a second as the 
rain remained standing. 
The Allen County Democratic Club 
timed out in force and had the 
Lima City Bind with them. 


No effort was made to organize 


i parade, because it was early in 
the morning and people only had 
time to rush to the depot at train 
ime and then return to their respec- 
tive duties and places of business. 
Half an hour before train time the 
depot platform began to fill with 
seople, but the crowd was not so large 
until just about time for the train 
to arrive. Then they came from all 
directions, and it is almost incon- 
ceivable where so many people came 
from in a moment. Every inch of 
standing room on the long depot 
platform, in the grass plots acd in 
the driveways was crowded. People 
streamed in every approach to the 
depot grounds, and the streets in 
that portion of the city were lined 
with vehicles. The country people 
as well as other classes were well 
represented. 
Men were there who 


had driven miles in the broiling hot 
sun to be for a moment within see- 
ing distance of the candidate who 
will lead the silver hosts to victory 
in November. 


When the train on which Mr. 


Bryan was a passenger hove in aigbt 
at the curve west of Metcalf street 
the first wave of enthusiasm swept 
through the throng, and the 5,000 
people present 
began 
to 
surge 


toward the west end of the depot 
platform with the ezpectation of 
seeing Mr. Bryan on the rear plat 
form of the last car,'but for some un- 
known reason the railroad people had 
neglected this convenience. Mr. Bry- 
an occupied the second car back of 
the mail and express cars. The bag- 
gagemasters and postal clerks on the 
forward part of the train motioned 
the crowd back aa the train neared 
the depot and when they came within 
speaking distance they called cut iu 
forming the people that Mr. Bryan 
was on one of the forward cars. 
The 


throng then surged back again and 
soon the presidential candidate was 
seen standing on the lower steps of 
the car in which he and Mrs. Bryan 
had been riding. Mrs Bryan had 
followed her husband from the inte- 
rior of the car and stotd on the plat 
form above him. They were recog- 
nized at the first glance, before the 
train had stopped, and the flrst cheer 
arose from the enthussd spectators 
Before the train had stoppsd people 
were running alongside the coacho 
and reaching cut to receive the hearty 
grasp of Bryan's strong right hand, 
and 
from 
the 
time 
the train 


had stoppefl until it wa» again 
moving 
too 
rapidly 
for 
any 


one to keep pace with it, Mr. Bryan 
kept both hands busy shaking hands 
with the eager crowd that swept 
down upon him. The people were 
not satisfied with shaking hands with 
tbe 
presidential 
candidate, 
but 


crowded and pushed here and there 


in order to get a -position near the! 
steps, that they might reach up and 
shake ha^ds with Mrs. Bryan. Thit 
brave and handsome woman was 
equal to ike ocetiijn, and reaching 
her hand* down over her husband's 
shculdei^, ar»ttocne side and then 
the other, the shook hands with 
nearly as many people as did Mr. 
Bryan. 


There was not the slightest oppor- 


tunity for Mr. Bryan to address the 
crowd, for everyone wanted to grasp 
his hand. The people moved east- 
ward as they shook hands with he 
and Mrs. Bryan, and aa effort was 
made to give everyone 5 resent that 
privilege. The people formed into a 
lice six, eight.- and ten abreast clear 
to the west end of the platform, and 
the oses ahead were crowded out as 
soon as they had grasped the hands 
of the honored guests. The train re 
mained ai the station about twenty 
minutes, and vet when it pulled out 
there were hundreds of people crowd- 
ing forward, each one hoping to 
shake bands with the nest president 
b3fore he had gotten beyond their 
reach. Just as the train began to 
move, the crowd began to call for a 
speech, 
but 
it 
was too late. 


Mr. Bryan simply raised, his hat 
respectfully and said, "I thank you 
for coming out and am glad to see 
that there are more sliver people 
here than there were last year." 


Then with his white crush hat he 


waived adieu to the cheering throng 
and was lost to the view of the en- 
ihusiastlc people about the depot. 


The crowd at the depot was so 


arge, and all were so anxious for a 
hand shake with Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, 
that it was simply an impossibility 
for any one to engage in a conversa- 
iion with or hear any remarks from 
Mr. Bryan escept the few pleasant 
words that were addressed to one and 
all who were fortunate enough to 


rasp his hand for an instant. 
Dr. Sullivan, president of 
the 


Allen 
County 
Democratic 
club, 


mounted the steps of the car next to 
Mr. Bryan, and managed to intro- 
duce himself, but was compelled to be 
satisfied with a few pleasant remarks 
with Mrs. Bryan. 


Mr. Bryan appeared, as the people 


expected to see him, a man above 
medium height and weight, no beard, 
high forehead, dark hair—a strong 
man physically as well as intellectu- 
ally. 


Mrs. Bryan may be truthfully called 


handsome, and has the appearance of 
being a brilliant, intellectual, accom- 
plished person. She, like her re- 
nowned husband, had a pleasant word 
and smile for every one. It may be 
also stated that Mrs. Bryrn is as in- 
tellectual as she appears. She has 
studied law and was admitted to the 
bar and is pronounced a good attorney. 
She is a splendid type ol the more 
desirable "new woman." 
She wore 


an ordinary traveling costume this 
morning and there was nothing what- 
ever in her appearance or manner 
that could be truthfully mentioned 
as being pretentious in the slightest 
degree. 


From the numerous newspaper 


representatives on the train it was 
learned that at every station along 
the route traveled by Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan the same enthusiastic demon- 
strations were witnessed as here. At 
Chicago their reception eclipsed any- 
thing in the history of the natiou. 
It was a grand outpouring of thou- 
sands and thousands of the people, 
who greeted the champion of their 
cause with enthusiasm that wi'l win a 
glorious victory for Free Silver on 
the fourth day of next November. 
Even in the late hours of last night, 
after the train left Chicago, great 
crowds greeted the presidential can- 
didate upon his arrival at each and 
every station along the line. At 
Valparaiso, Ind., at 2 o'clock this 
morning 2,000 people stocd at the 
PM Ft. W. & C. deport to cheer for 
Bryan and Sewall and free silver. At 
Delphos there were so many people 
at the depot that the platform was 
crushed down beneath the tremend- 
ous weight and several people nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury. 


One of the most noticeable features 


of the crowd that assembled to greet 
Mr. Bryan here was the fact that 
nearly every one spoke oi Mr. Bryan 
as "the next President of the United 
State?,1'and judging from the dem- 
onstrations with which Mr. Bryan is 
being gieitcd, that will certainly 
prove to be a reality.
